CElTCAGO. — The Tiearings of 
tlie House Ua-American Activities 
Comnrittee here last week became 
,» rallying point for the fascist 
lunatic fringe of Chicago. 

Some 40 members of anti-Negro 
and anti-Semitic organizations were 
brought down to the support the 
'witch-hunt proceedings. 

Some of their most rabid printed 
material was distributed in the 
hearing room in the Federal Build- 
ing. On young adherent of the 
.Christian Patriots Crusade, Hins- 
| dale, 111., stood at the doorway 
issuing his tracts as the audience 
left for the noon recess. 

A LARGE group was brought 
J to the hearing by Edgar Bundy, _ 
j-a professional McCarthyite who is ! 
j active here in Republican Party 
| groupings which have an openly 
prp-f a scis t pr p gram . 

Bundy was associated with Sen. 
Paul Broyles in the repeated ef- 
forts to fasten the notorious Broyles 
bills on the people of Illinois. He 
appeared repeatedly as a so-called 
"-expert" Witness in Springfield, 
smearing liberal and labor organi- 
zations which opposed the Broyles 
bills. 

The Un-American Committee 
apparently went out of its way to 
fill much of the hearing room with 
pro-fascist elements. It was re- 

rted ..that- passes were iss ued to 
ese groups to make sure trTe"5*sjS ot 
seats. *, 

OWE publication passed out in 
the hearing room, called "The Re- 
vere" contained an article by F. 
Allen Mann of Hinsdale headed, 
"Stop Jewish Barbarism!" It con- 
tained this type of anti-Semitic in- 
citement: 

"All through history the Jewish 
race has been known for its savage! 
massacres. ... The combination 
of the evil Jewish mind and the : 
satanic Jewish religion make the 
$&W a sadist by his very nature." 

- The Un - American Activities . 
Committee did nothing to halt the 



? lT s\rinuTion of this and other anti- 
Semitic material which was given 
out while Saul (;rossman, execu- 
tive secretary of the Michigan 
Committee for the Protection of 
Foreign Born/ was testifying. 

ANOTHER tract given out dur- 
ing the hearing was headed: "The 
Jew Created Communism." It was 
tied in directly with the Un-Amer- 
ican Activities Committee effort to 
redbait all those witnesses who 
were called as heads of organiza- 
tions fighting against the WaHer- 
McCarran Act and other McCar- 
thyite legislation. 

**The Revere" also contained a ti- 
rade against Negroes, calling tor 
violent resistance to desegregation 
and reporting on the growth of the 
Ku KluxKlan. 

The Hinsdale group announced 
that they were supporting the ef- 
forts of the House Un -American 
Committee to uphold the Walter- 
McCanan Act. 

"THE Revere" hit at the those 
organizations which "bring false 
charges against the law and mo- 
tives of Americans who insist that 
the national blood-stream shall not 
be further polluted."

MAUN reportedly 
a leader of a small Ku Klux Klan (KKKj/plub in Hinsdale, Illinois. 
MANN reportedly may have sent out lii^ature for a KKK meeting 
on November 24, 19>6 in Hinsdale, Iliinois. No KKK activity 
reported in Hinsdale. At House Cott|mittee on Un-American Activities 
hearing in Chicago in December, 19$Jp 9 MANN reportedly distributed 
anti-Semitic literature.

In carrying out our responsibilities to give full 
assistance to local police departments and in determining whether 
any Federal violations under the Bureau's jurisdiction exist with 
respect to bombings and attempted bombings, there is a possibility 
that "hate" groups such as the Washington White Citizens Council, 
the National States Rights Party and the Confederate Underground 
may be involved either in the planning of or the actual carrying 
out of these terroristic activities . As a part of our over-all 
investigative effort to determine the identities of those responsible 
for the bombings, the Bureau has initiated a program of immediately 
launching intensive investigations of "hate" groups . It should be 
kept firmly in mind at all times that the primary purpose of the 
intensive investigations of these "hate" groups is to determine 
whether the leaders or members of these groups are involved in any 
way in the bombings which have taken place since January 1, 1957

Thereafter, reports must be submitted e ach 
thirty days until the Bureau advises to tne contrary or until the 
group under investigation has definitely been eliminated as having 
any connection with the bombings. Of course, any significant develop- 
ment in the case should be promptly furnished to the Bureau by whatever 
means of communication deemed warranted. All communications and reports 
submitted concerning a specific group should bear the title of the 
group with the character Internal Security - X; Racial Matters. The 
original and four copies of reports must be submitted* 

In connection with the over-all program, all offices must 
search their indices to determine whether there are other "hate" 
groups than those listed above. In the event any such groups are 
located in the search of the files the Bureau should be promptly 
advised of the identity of the group together with a statement as to 
whether investigation is being initiated. If investigation is not to 
be undertaken, complete justification for not so doing should be included 
in the communication to the Bureau. 

All offices except the offices of origin in the groups listed 
above should search their files for information concerning the above- ; 
listed groups and promptly furnish such inf ormation, where not previously 
done, to the Bureau and the offices of origin. In addition all offices 
should contact logical informants and sources in order to d-evelop any 
information available concerning the possible identities of individuals 
who may have some connection or knowledge of the bombings which have 
taken place since January 1, 1957- The Bureau should be advised by 
October 28, 1958, the results of file searches and the contacts with 
logical informants and sources and all offices should continue to be 
alert for and alert their logical informants and sources to promptly 
bring to their attention any pertinent information concerning bombings 
and attempted bombings.

Los Angeles files likewise disclose no information 
concerning FREDERICK JOHN KASPER and JESSE B, STONER not known 
to the Bureau and the offices of origin. 

It has, of course, been brought to this office's 
attention in the past few years that literature issued by 
certain of the above organizations, namely, the Christian 
Educational Association, the Christian Patriots Crusade, the 
National Citizens Protective Association, and the National 
Renaissance Party (most commonly the first mentioned), has been 
distributed, usually by unknown persons via mail and under 
circumstances indicating no effort to organize branches in the 
Los Angeles area. 

The literature concerning the National Renaissance 
Party has been invariably small, poorly done, mimeographed 
leaflets discovered during the past year inserted between the 
pages of books in school and public libraries in the Los Angeles 
vicinity, alluding to no local address or activities but 
attempting to interest the reader in subscribing to the organi- 
zation ' s "Bulletin. " 
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Of possible interest is a news article that appeared 
in the Los Angeles "Mirror News 1 ' dated January 18, 1955* which 
mentions that the National Renaissance Party had come to the 
attention of the House Committee on Un-Americ an Activities, which

SMITH and his organizations have been the subject of 
continuous investigation by the Bureau for many years until as 
recently as last year. He has not been found to advocate that 
his followers engage in violence of any kind, or that violence 
be involved in the solution of any of the problems he presents 
to his audiences and readers. 



, I who has maintained an active interest 

for years in SMITH (and the CNC) in view of his frequent 
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meetings at the Embassy Auditorium in Los Angeles, stated on 
October 20, 1958, that SMITH and his associates, including the 
former California Klan leader, Rev. WESLEY SWIFT, have never 
committed themselves to a course of violence. He said that 
SMITH'S organizations are not membership organizations but 
are only "paper 11 organizations, and thrive on the sale of 
literature, almost entirely of SMITH'S own production, and 
the contributions from his audiences at meetings and others 
who approve the tenor of his literature and accede to his fre- 
quent appeals fcr funds. (His CNC, as a "national political 
committee " makes regular reports to Congress under the Federal 
Corrupt Practices Act, listing the names of those who contri- 
bute over $100. ) 

He stated SMITH'S activities are always open and 
aboveboard, and his character is such that were he to be 
approached by the authorities he would more than likely turn 
over the keys to his office, to the embarrassment of his inter- 
viewers. It is this openness, coupled with his unique oratorical 
and organizing abilities, and an excellent sense of discretion 
In relation to the legality of his movement, that has permitted 
him to endure as the pre-eminent public crusader of a "white 
Christian America." His continued success remains dependent 
on these considerations, and his being involved in any way 
with the Illegal activities of violence, such as the bombings 
in the South, would be his downfall. In other words, he has 
too much to lose to involve himself in such activities. 



Isaid this conclusion likewise applies

to his associates, Including SWIFT, over whom SMITH exercises 
personal direction. Moreover, SWIFT is too intelligent a man 
to have not come to realize with the passing of time that the 
course most conducive to his own interests (if he e ver thought 
otherwise) is one of avoiding similar involvement.

He said that WILLIAMS quit because his liter- 
ature activities had never been remunerative; that WILLIAMS 
has since moved to Silverado^ California, and is now the 
owner and manager of the Duplicard Addressing Machine Company* 
1010 East Chestnut Street, Santa Ana. He explained that 
during the past few years WILLfAMS had been working on the 
side perfecting an invention (the Duplicard Addressing Machine) 
and that he has recently been able to incorporate and go 
into business on a full-time basis.

With regard to SMITH'S Christian Nationalist 
Crusade: Prom investigation conducted in the past (until 
1957)* the continuing review of literature emanating from 
the CNC and the continuing attention it receives from local 
sources, a presumptive pattern has been established indi- 
cating that SMITH and his associates are not of such a 
radical nature as to present a potential for violence, 
except, of course, insofar as deep-seated, racial ill-feeling 
is engendered in some readers of his literature. In inves- 
tigating SMITH and his associates to ascertain whether the 
above-mentioned presumptive pattern does not apply equally 
to their activities when outside of California, it would 
seem necessary to establish a source among SMITHsinner 
staff which, it is believed, would constitute a grave risk 
of embarrassment to the Bureau, because it is apparent 
that the interests of each associate is the interest of all. 
Other investigative steps, it is believed, could hardly 
achieve the primary purpose for initiating investigation. 

The Bureau is requested to advise whether it 
desires the risk be undertaken, nevertheless, or whether it 
is thought a direct approach to SMITH an d/or any of his 
associates, and for that matter |~ L WILLIAMS and COURTOIS, 
for any information they may have heard in connection with 
the southern bombings, is not warranted. SMITH may, in 
the past, have ridiculed the idea of the FBI Investigating 
him and his organ! zation(s), but it is not recalled that 
he has been critical of the Director or the FBI. 

This Office will, In addition, review its files 
to Identify certain individuals who may 
have participated in Klan activities years ago to 
establish their present activities and to determine if 
they might properly be considered within the Bureau's program.

BOMBING CASES HAVING APPARENT RACIAL OR RELIGIOES^B^IS 

D S-#6 
By SAC Letter No. 58-63 you were instructed to take 
certain steps in cases involving bombings having an apparent 
racial or religious interest with resultant widespread publicity 
interest. In view of the number of cases arising involving the 
bombings of schools , churches > and other edifices , and since time 
is of the essence in handling such investigations, it is necessar 
that the field office receive immediate notification of any such 
bombing. It is desirable that each office have a proposed plan 
of action which can be immediately activated to enable the Bureau 
to carry out its responsibilities in a most efficient manner. 

By airtel of October 20, 1958, you were further 
directed to prepare appropriate instructions for the personnel 
of your office as to the manner in which such a program could 
be placed into effect. In this connection you should make 
certain that your instructions include the following points; 

I. Notification 

A. The employee receiving the information concerning the 
bombing mast immediately notify the SAC or whoever is 
acting in his absence giving full details of all 
available information. The employee will then furnish 
such information to the ASAC. 

B. The SAC or individual acting in charge of the office must 
immediately notify the Bureau by telephone furnishing 
the known facts and obtain authority in each instance 

to make an immediate statement to the press. 

C. The SAC or individual in charge wil l contg ^ 
in accordance with SAC Letter No. fSSE&oT 
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Airtel to All SACs 

BOMBING CASES HAVING APPARENT RACIAL OR RELIGIOUS BASIS 



D. The SAC or individual in charge will contact the local 
authorities and extend the FBI services • 

E. The ASAC will arrange for immediate notification of 
necessary Agent personnel* This should be handled 
in the most expeditious manner. You may desire to 
setup a system whereby each Agent upon receiving 
notification is responsible for immediately notifying 
another designated Agent thus increasing the number 
of Agents that may be contacted in the shortest 
possible time. Agents should proceed to the office 
or to the scene of the bombing to carry out their 
previously designated assignments. 

F. The ASAC may in instances involving bombings having 
apparent racial or religious basis immediately notify 
neighboring offices by teletype so that such offices 
may begin an immediate check as to the whereabouts 

of possible suspects. 

Assignments 

A. The SAC or person acting in his absence will immediately 
proceed to the scene of the bombing and will be 
responsible for the over-all supervision and coordination 
of all Bureau activities. 

B. The ASAC; the second in command f will remain at the 
field office. 

C. An Agent should be designated to maintain liaison with 
the police. Consideration should be given to having 
this individual stationed at police headquarters so 
that he may immediately obtain any pertinent information 
coming to the attention of local authorities. 

D. Military liaison. Consideration should be given to I 
having an Agent responsible for liaison with military 
authorities. This is particularly important in 
instances wherein it may be necessary to request 
explosive or detonation experts from a military 
establishment to handle explosives found at the 

scene which have not been discharged. Of course, 

it will not always be -necessary for military explosive ' 

or detonation experts to be called to the scene. 
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must be devised to permit Immediate action in instances 
where you will initiate active investigation* 

Tou should advise the Bureau within ten days of the 
receipt of this communication of the individuals within your 
territory being considered as potential suspects in such 
matters.

The files of the Philadelphia Office reflect that 



1 a prolific letter writer and distribtor of 

various types of anti-Semitic and anti-Negro literature , has 
been connected with the White Citizens Council (WCC). There is 
no information indicating the existence of a formal WCC organi- 
zation in Philadelphia. In this connection, however, the "Phila- 
delphia Tribune/' a Negro newspaper, in its issue of 10/21/58, 
Page 1, Column 2, contained an article captioned, "Race Hate 
Fanatics Make Jews, Negroes Targets of Attacks/ 1 This article 
states that a "fanatical white segregation group has been or- 
ganized in the heart of West Philadelphia with the aim of 
terrorizing and persecuting the Negro and Jewish citizens of 
this city." The article continues that the "Philadelphia Tri- 
bune" has learned through "extremely reliable sources" that an 
officer of the White Citizens Councils of the South has opened 
a branch headquarters in the vicinity of 44th and Locust Streets, 
an interracial community. From an apartment in this area, not 
further identified, the local "president" of the group reportedly 
has mailed out thousands of pamphlets and letters to white resi- 
dents in which Negroes and Jews are defamed. 

The pamphlets urge that the reader join in the "race- 
hate organization" which has as its first mission the destruction 
of the National Association for the Advancement of Colored People 
(NAACP) in Philadelphia, and, secondly, the passage of legislation 
which would bring about segregation in local restaurants, theaters, 
hotels, public housing, and churches. The article states that while 
the group has little hope of achieving its two major objectives, it 
has, "nevertheless, managed to recruit several hundred members into 
the race baiting cult," 
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While the article failed to identify the local organizer 
or give the exact address of the WCC, it described the local or- 
ganizer as a "diminutive, cringing, furtive man who moved into the 
West Philadelphia apartment about three years ago. Last year he 
reportedly ordered and received 100 White Citizens Council member- 
ship cards from Texas. He has, on occasion, also received large 
batches of membership cards from Alabama, Mississippi, and Georgia. 
This individual also reportedly receives copies of White Citizens 
Council periodicals from Jackson, Miss,, which are described as 
"the most inflammatory of all which are permitted to go through 
the mails. " 

The article states further that several weeks ago, the 
local organizer placed a shingle outside his apartment house door 
proclaiming himself as the local representative for the National 
Association for the Advancement and Improvement of White People. 
Criticism by white and Negro residents of the neighborhood was so 
intense that he removed the shingle after allowing it to remain 
outside his apartment door for only one day.

Two of the worst 
newspapers in the United States are in the City of Atlanta. 
They do not reflect the Southern tradition. It is believed 
by many keen observers that both of these journals are manipulated 
by people who do not have the best interests of the South at 
heart, 

"These five young men, representing a body of 
patriots,^ decided to picket these newspapers with signs pro- 
testing Jewish influence. They were picked up, railroaded, 
and sentenced to 30 days in jail. I have the names and ' 
addresses of the young men, but I am not going to give them 
to the public because I do not want them to be the victims of 
increased persecution #c It is my understanding that they were 
released under bond and are appealing their cases. We propose 
to go into the matter thoroughly and if the situation is what 
it seems to be, we shall advise our friends to come to, their 
aid, comfort and encouragement of these young men who have only 
been denied their civil liberties, but have become the victims 
of Jew-controlled tyranny. 
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11 Atlanta is a bad city. It has many bad people in 
it. The politicians in that city are inclined to be the pupets 
of the secret Jewish machine. Do not judge the State of Georgia 
by what goes on in the City of Atlanta. The politicians of 
Atlanta have always fought the Talmadges and the people who 
have come to the defense of Southern tradition.

By alrtel dated 11/10/58 the Bureau advised that 
the Grade and Junior High School at Osage, West Virginia, 
was bombed at approximately 2*10 a.m. on li/lO/58. The 
two story brick school building was completely demolished 
by a dynamite blast. No one was injured but the damage to 
the school has been estimated at between $100,000 and 
$200,000, It was reported that the explosive charge was 
apparently placed in the hallway on the main floor of the 
school with the detonating wires being run from the dynamite 
out of the window to a spot about 200 feet from the school. 

The school, with an enrollment of approximately 
llOO, has been integrated for about 5 years and has 93 Negro 
pupils in attendance. The local authorities report that 
there have been no racial incidents, and that Negros and whites 
have lived together amicably in Osage for years. 

All offices were instructed to alert logical 
informants concerning this matter and any pertinent infor- 
mation m& immediately furnishtythe Bureau, Pittsburgh and 
any pertinent offices.
